Big Leaks of Cotton and 


Copper Through Japan 
and Russia, Other Goods 


Through France. 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

LONDON, Jan. 29 (AP).—Eco- 
nomic war waged by the United 
States and Britain through the Min- 
istry of Economic Warfare’s “con- 
trol at source” strategy would 
“speed the end of the war by in- 
creasing the efficiency of the block- 
ade 40 per cent,” a British econem- 
ic expert declared yesterday. 

Co-operation between the two 
powers, he said, would sweep 
French, Swedish, Yugoslav, Russian 
and Japanese blockade runners 
from the seas, throttle the vital 
Italian air line from South Amer- 
ica to Rome and leave the Axis 
without foreign cash balances, the 
expert ~aid. 

He reported that “talks are going 
on along these lines in Washing- 
ton” and appealed for “co-operation 
as extensive in economic warfare 
as in the field of armaments to in- 
sure victory for democracy,” 

Cotton and Copper Leakage. 

Among the major “leaks” in the 
blockade which would be ended, he 
asserted, were 30,000 tons of United 
States cotton imported by Russia, 
in excess of normal imports, be- 
tween Oct. 15 and Dec. 15, 1940, 
and 80,000 tons of copper through 
Japan and Russia in 1940 in excess 
of normal. 

One of the most important leaks 
at present, the economic expert 
said, are French ships carrying 
United States and South American 
produce from Martinique to Mar- 
seille and Toulon, in France. “Ger- 
many is taking between 70 and 80 
per cent of these cargoes,” he add- 
ed

mates “Jannaki,” or “Little John.” 
Trained as a soldier and an ac- 
knowledged military genius, he was 
a confirmed royalist, the chief hope 
of the House of Glucksburg 
through 20 years of abdications ana 
restorations. Later he modified his 
views. sufficiently to make himself 
persona grata to the constitutional- 
ist monarchists and rode to power 
with them when the Republic was 
ended and King George returned to 
the throne in October, 1935. 

Theh death in quick succession 
took . Bleutherios Venizelos, his 
arch political foe, and two of his 
colleagues in the new Government, 
leaving him without a rival for the 
position of “strong man.” 

Social unrest was threatening to 
break out in widespread strikes 
when Metaxas stalked into King 
George’s palace, summed up the 
situation in the phrase “growing 
Communist agitation” and received 
the King’s nod to declare martial 
law, dissolve Pariiament and use 
the money for Deputies’ salaries to 
open soup kitchens. 

“Little John gets things done,” 
the King explained as he left for 
Corfu to escape Athens’ summer 
heat, 

Metaxas was burn in Cephalonia 
in 1871, a member of an ancient 
family. He had five years of study 
in the Greek military college before 
he entered the army. He was a 
Captain of engineers in the disas- 
trous 1897 war with Turkey which 
followed Greece’s attempts to oc- 
cupy Crete. 

That experience convinced Me- 
taxas he needed further training. 
He enrolled in the military acad- 
emy at Berlin. There he acquired 
the nickname “Little Moltke,” be- 
cause of the excellent record he 
made. He used his new knowledge. 
te effect as assistant chief of 
staff in the Balkan wars of i911 
and 1912. 

In World War days he was chiet 
of staff, but opposed Grecian en- 
try into the conflict on the side 
of the Allies and when that even- 
tuated in 1916 was accused by the 
French of using irregulars against 
them in Macedonia. He fled to 
Corsica. 

He was Minister of the Interior 
in 1934 when Samuel Insull, fugi- 
tive Chicago financier, fled in the 
midst of preparations to deport him 
from Greece at the behest of the 
United States. Insull’s disappear- 
ance caused a stir and Metaxas, 
who had charge of the nation’s po- 
lice, resigned. He was out of office 
for two years,

King George went to the Metaxas 
residence in an Athens suburb to 
pay his respects. 

Metaxas had held dictatorial 
powers since Aug. 4, 1936, when he 
engineered the coup d’etat which 
gave his country an authoritarian 
regime. He was proclaimed “Pre 
mier for life” on July 30, 1938. 
Military men have given him 
much credit for Greece’s success- 
ful stand against the Italian inva- 
sion. 

Early in his career, Metaxas was 
regarded in some quarters as some- 
what “pro-German,” but there was 
no doubt of his British leanings 
after the European situation flared 
into war in September, 1939. He 
was known as an organizer and a 
patriot and a man of driving de- 
termination. 

Exiled Opponents. 

The last open opposition to his 
regime disappeared in February, 
1938, when several] party leaders fa- 
voring a return to constitutional 
government were banished to 
Greek islands in the Aegean. 

He governed Greece with iron 
discipline while carrying out a 
sweeping program of social legis- 
lation, public works, and reclama- 
tion and road building. He aimed 
at increasing Greece’s industrial 
activity, raising wages and better- 
ing living conditions. 

Metaxas enjoyed the undivided 
support of the army and highly-' 
efficient secret police. 

Korizis, tall. and scholarly, is 
the antithesis of the man he suc- 
ceeded, in background and ap- 
pearance, His only connection with 
the army was as a captain of ar- 
tillery in the Balkan wars of 1912. 
Born on the Island of Poros, 
near Salonika, he studied law, then 
turned to finance. The only Cab- 
inet post he had held before was 
that of Minister of Health in 1936. 
One of the busiest men in Ath- 
ens, he has been known to work 
around the clock. Since the war 
began, he has had little time to 
spend with his wife, two daugh- 
ters and son.

Newsboy Helps Police Seize 


Young Counterfeiters’ Gang 


A youthful counterfeiting group 
was arrested last night after Wil- 
liam Faulkner, 18 years old, a 
newsboy, pointed out a member of 


the gang to a policeman at Twelfth 
street and Chouteau avenue. 
Last Saturday Faulkner discov- 
ered that he had accepted a bogus 
50-cent piece from a young man 
whom he had seen in the neigh- 
borhood occasionally. He reported 
the matter to Patrolman Claude 
Shepard of Central District, and 
Shepard took up an evening watch 
in a drug store at the corner. Last 
night the young man appeared 
again and, at a signal from Faulk- 
ner, Shepard stepped out and ar- 
rested him. 

The'prisoner said he was Joseph 
Hill, 18, a laborer, 1109 Park av- 
enue. In his pocket was a bogus 


50-cent piece. He directed police 


to 1712 Menard street, where the 
officers arrested Hubert Z. Ford 
Jr., 18, and his wife, Edna, 20, and 
seized molds, ladies, metal and 
electric batteries used in forming 
and plating. counterfeit coins. A 
bogus coin and two partly com- 
pleted counterfeits were found in 
the flat. 

In an oral statement at police 
headquarters, Ford said he began 
experimenting with counterfeiting 
rocesses last November and had 


made about 20 “satisfactory” coins. 


His wife passed 12 coins in neigh- 
borhood stores and Hill admitted 
passing three. police said. Ford 
named another youth who, he said, 
had passed several coins. The 
youth was arrested, but denied con- 
nection with the counterfeiting. 
The prisoners and the seized ma- 
terial are being held for Federal 
authorities.

Stimson added he would have “no 
objection” to amending the legisla- 
tion to require the President to 
make periodic reports to Congress 
on the progress of British aid and 
to provide a definite expiration date 
for the program. 

La Follette, referring to another 
section of the bill giving the Presi- 
dent authority to. purchase arms 
and other war materials produced 
in foreign nations, asked: 

“Under this provision, could we 
finance the whole British war ef- 
fort by buying their production and 
leasing or lending it back to them?” 

“That’s an assumption that never 
entered my less-intelligent head, 
Senator,” the witness replied. 

Stimson, in his testimony, pre- 
dicted that Britain would face a 
crisis this spring and summer. If 
she survives, he said, “the proba- 
bility of an ultimate solution in 
favor of the democracies would be 
overwhelming.” 

“The passage of this bill,” he 
interjected, “will go far to stiffen 
the morale necessary for her to sur- 
vive that crisis.” 

Predicts Extended Crisis. 

Under questioning, Stimson said 
that an expected spring crisis in 
the German-British war “does not 
mean that Germany will be able to 
terminate the war immediately.” 

“A crisis probably will exist for 
some time to come,” he said. “Our 
great material help will come later 
to enable Great Britain to do what 
military men call ‘take the initia- 
tive.’ 

“The most dangerous position a 
nation can be in is to be purely on 
the defense. Most of our aid will 
come. the latter part of the year 
or in 1942.” 

Senator Vandenburg (Rep.), 
Michigan, read a published report 
that the army had contracted for 
4,500,000 of what he termed “cas- 
ualty tags” which would be used 
“in identifying men _ killed or 
wounded in battle.” 

“Isn't that total .a little beyond 
your present needs?” Vandenburg 
asked. 

Stimson said he was not familiar 
with the contract, but that he 
would look into it.

FRANZ GUERTNER, MINISTER 


Issued Decree Fining German Jews 
_ Billion Marks for Murder 
by Jew in Paris. 

BERLIN, Jan. 29 (AP).—Franz 
Guertner, Reich’s Minister of Jus- 
tice since 1932, died in his Berlin 
home last night after a short ill- 
ness. He was 59 years old, 

He held office in the Von Papen 
and Schleicher Cabinets and was 
reappointed by Adolf Hitler in 1933, 
The Reichsfuehrer bestowed mem- 
ibership in the Nazi party on him 
in 1937. 

In 1934, Guertner inaugurated the 
People’s Court to deal with cases 
ef high treason and espionage. One 
of his most far-reaching decrees 
required German Jews to raise and 
pay a billion-mark fine in reprisal 
for the assassination of Ernst Vom 
Rath, a member of the German 
Embassy staff in Paris, by a Jew 
in November, 1938. 

Guertner’s death was said to have 
been caused by influenza and a 
weak heart.

Some shots 
showed flame-throwers in action. 

It was asserted that it was 
not a posed picture or enacted 
by professional players. Numer- 
ous photographers of the Ger- 
man army’s propaganda compa- 
nies who made the photographic 
records were said to have lost 
their lives.

DEFENSE AND FREEDOM. 

The national defense program is “wild and insane,” 
we were told here in St. Louis yesterday by the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes of New York. He said: 

“Preparedness is a weight that pulls us toward war 
and makes our belligerency almost inevitable.” 

This is the stock argument for pacifism. Yet one 
still hears it—and from people whose sincerity and 
patriotism are above question. Disarm the nations, 
they told us in the ’208, and there will be peace. 

That, we admit, is the perfect peace formula. If 
you make war impossible, there will be no war. The 
trouble is that the world—in this imperfect state of 
its development—has found no practical way of 
making war an impossibility. 

The failure of disarmament leaves realistic men 
with only one alternative: preparedness. And that 
alternative became tremendously important as a new 
holocaust spread over Europe. 

Real preparedness is not a pleasant prospect. It 
involves changes in our way of life which we would 
rather not make. We know that already. However, 
the world situation is not of our making. We are 
not completely free agents. The degree of our free- 
dom depends on the degree of our preparedness. 

But let us always remember this reason for our 
armaments program: freedom. Dr. Holmes is not 
altogether wrong. The rush of our defense effort is 
not so very different from the high-pressure rush of 
a war effort. If we lose our heads and give free rein 
to our emotions, then we may do ourselves as much 
harm as might any invader. 

But we Americans have always prided ourselves on 
our hard, shrewd common sense. We have started off 
on one false path and another, we admit, but our 
collective realism—the plain thinking of the butcher 
and the carpenter and the lawyer and the doctor— 
has always stopped us well short of disaster. It has 
always landed us on our feet. 

In the midst of the preparedness program, we must 
hold close to that common sense. It is true, as Dr. 
Holmes said and as was pointed out- in a staff 
writer’ story from Oklahoma City on Sunday, that 
civil liberties have been abused here and there. It 


Bill of Rights. A few new ones do not mean that 
we have lost our heads. They do mean that the danger 
is here, and that we must be on our guard. 

As we go about the thousand tasks of the defense 


undertaken for the preservation of our liberties in a 
chaotic world, we must remember that its objective 
is peace, not war. 

This does not mean that we cannot or should not 
aid Britain. It does not mean that we cannot or 
should not build guns and tanks and planes. Quite 
to the contrary, it means that we should and must 
raise mighty bastions. But we must remember that 
those bastions are designed to defend the American 
way of life, If their building threatens to injure that 
in any vital way, we had better change the blueprints. 
But that is a matter of reson

Hitler, by 
giving Europe a taste of what the 
new order would. be in practice, 
has overcome earlier resistances 
to some form of voluntary Euro- 
pean federation, in which the weak 
might enjoy a measure of protec- 
tion against the strong.” 
Assails Defeatist Attitude. 

Nothing could be more danger- 
ous, she declared, than for Ameri- 
cans to adopt a defeatist attitude. 
“This,” she asserted, “is not the atti- 
tude of free men and women. It is 
the attitude of men and women 
who have wearied of the responsi- 
bilities imposed. on them by free- 
dom, aiid prefer to place their fate 
in the hands of dictatorial rulers 
rather than make the effort of ex- 
ercising the admittedly difficult 
function of active citizenship in 
a democracy. 

“But if it would be dangerous 
for us to adopt a defeatist attitude, 
it would be equally dangerous for 
us to underestimate the problems 
with which we are confronted today, 
and with which we shall probably 
continue to be confronted in our 
lifetime. 

“It. becomes increasingly evi- 
dent, that if Britain—with the aid. 
of the United States—succeeds in 
preventing German domination of 
Europe, it will, in turn, be faced 
with the necessity of maintaining 
some form of control over the Eu- 
ropean continent at the close of 
hostilities, until the conquered peo- 
ples Have reached a basis of un- 
derstanding with the Germans. 
Now you might say: but this is 
imperialism. What is there to 
choose between German, or Anglo- 
American imperialism? Well, we 
should not be frightened off by 
the word imperialism, The rela- 
tionship khown as imperialism will 
exist as long as we have dispari- 
ties in the development of differ- 
ent countries—as long as some 
countries are advanced and others 
backward.

After-William 8S. Knudsen, Stettin- 
lus and Biggers are the most im- 
portant business men concerned in 
the defense effort. Lubin is the 
most influential individual in Sid- 
ney Hillman’s defense labor group, 
and the positions of CIO and AFL 
ehieftains do not need to be under- 


lined, 

What needs underlining is. the 
significance of this sudden frater- 
nizing between labor and industrial 
leaders. In recent months, the de- 
fense organization hag been in- 
creasingly afflicted by a schism 
between the business men on one 
hand, and the labor representatives 
and New Dealers on the other. 

When the President vested re- 
sponsibility for defense production 
in the Office of Production Man- 
agement, and gave joint control of 
OPM to Knudsen and Hillman, the 
schism appeared unbridgeable, The 
President’s order was issued after 
a sordid squabble between the two 
factions. It left each thoroughly 
mistrustful of the other. The 
squabble might have been avoided 
had Hillflan been in Washington 
to confer at the time with Knud- 
sen, with whom he gets on well. 
As it happened, Hillman was in 
Baltimore, ill at Johns Hopkins 
Fortunately, after issu- 
ance of the order, Knudsen and 
Biggers visited Hillman at the hos- 
pital, and had. a long, frank talk 
with him. It was then decided to 
repair the results of the squabble 
so far as possible, by what might 
be described as an exchange of 
hostages between the warring fac- 
tions, — 


Fingers in the Pie. 
HE point at issue between the 
T factions was the point always 
at issue in guerrilla outbreaks 

in the Government—who was to be 
boss. The exchange of hostages 
means, in effect, that the labor 
people and New Dealers are to 
have fingers in the business men’s 
pie, and that the business men are 
to be allowed to given an occa- 
sional touch to the pie of labor. 

Stettinius’ Priorities Division 
and Biggers’ Production Division 
—the two key units in the defense 
set-up—are to have more than 
mere labor advice. Besides Lubin 
as general adviser, Stettinius will 
also have a special labor adviser 
for each of his division’s five sub- 
sections. Thus labor will have a 
voice in the formulation of many 
highly controversial policies. In 
the steel business, for example, the 
manufacturers have steadfastly op- 
posed large expansion, on’ the 
ground that with the imposition of 
reasonable priorities, steel capacity 
is great enough to meet all needs. 
The New Dealers have fought hard 
for expansion, and labor, naturally 
interested im new jobs, has de- 
manded a say in the matter. Now 
the say has been granted. 

In Biggers’ Production Division, 
besides Green and Murray or their 
substitutes on the Planning Con- 


consulting the AFL either. Lewis’ 
retirement from the CIO in Mur- 
ray’s favor removed the difficulty, 


talked to them himself, he did not 
wish Biggers to be the first man 
from the defense set-up to make 
overtures to the AFL and CIO 
leaders.

On the labor side, Hillman has 
long had one leading business man, 
E. D. Bransome of the Vanadium 
Corporation, among his aids, Pos- 
sibly ,others will be recruited to 
meet the terms of the new truce, 
Goldberg Dream. 
truce was made after much 
sound and fury. Shortly after 
the President established the 
OPM, the business group settled 
among themselves that Frederick 
Eaton, a corporation lawyer acting 
as Knudsen’s counsel, should be 
OPM secretary, and that Roy Jack- 
son, a United States Steel official 
in Stettinius’ crowd, should be ad- 
ministrative officer. Both men 
were anathema to the New Dealers 
and labor people, and Hillman’s 
subordinates complained that they 
were ignored. The complaints, as 
it happened, were not correct, since 
Biggers and Knudsen had obtained 
Hillman’s approval of the Eaton 
and Jackson appointments on their 
visit.to Baltimore. And now Jack- 
son has exhibited a sort of sym- 
bolic fair-mindedness, by giving 
Hillman offices centrally located 
between those of Knudsen and Stet- 
tinius in the OPM new quarters in 
the Social Security Building. 
Knudsen is going. to Baltimore 
regularly to see Hillman, and the 
relation between the two men is 
as good as ever. The relations be- 
tween their henchmen are current- 
ly improving. A modus vivendi has 
been found. But the trouble pre- 
ceding the discovery of the modus 
vivendi, and the nature of the ar- 
rangement itself, both illustrate an- 
other major defense problem which 
has not been solved at all. 


Every special interest, economic, 
political and bureaucratic, has de- 
manded its share in the defense 
work. Instead of telling all the 
special interests to go to the devil, 
the President has always tried to 
compromise between them. Thus 
the business men and labor people 
have to be elaborately reconciled, 
and machinery fer constant and 
time-wasting consultation has to be 
set up. Thus the claims of no de- 
partment are ever passed over and 
jobs which should be done by one 
man are split between half a dozen 
Government agencies. Thus, in 
short, the defense mechanism at 
times approximates a Rube Gold- 
berg dream. And until this organ- 
izational or mechanical . problem 
has been boldly tackled, only good 
luck will give us adequate defense 


production.

I 
worry for fear I might lose my 
mind and be placed in a sanita- 
rium. Then I flirt with the idea 
of suicide. Last night I toyed 
with the thought of killing my 
children and I have been in a 
panic ever since. I couldn’t 
shave this morning for the sight 
of my razor made me afraid. I 
had to go to the barber shop. Dr. 
Crane, I’m going to pieces soon, for I can feel it coming on. 
Isn't there anything that can be done for me?”

DIAGNOSIS: It isn’t a germ disease which is troubling 
Mason, nor is it organic heart trouble. But Mason does have 
“heart trouble,” albeit of a psychological sort. A dozen com- 
plete blood analyses, urine analyses, electro-cardiograms and 
‘all the other laboratory tests in medicine will never get to the 
_root of his trouble, for it is psychological. “Cherchez la femme” 
is our type of procedure here. We must seek the woman trou- 
ble, and then we'll have the basis for his heart trouble. The 
“rest of his symptoms are included in the typical guilt complex or 
syndrome, as we would designate it in medical terminology.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28. 


O painted ship upon a painted 

ocean ever lay so stilly so trans- 

fixed as the great French liner 
Normandie. An immobile ghost, 
she has haunted the New York 
water front for almost 18 months. 

Visitors have been strictly for- 
bidden. But today I was given per- 
mission to go aboard this little bit 
of France over which the tri-color 
is still bravely hoisted at sunrise 
and lowered at sunset each and 
every day. 

There I was able to see and talk 
with the skeleton crew of 115 men 
and officers who, willy-nilly, must 
stick to their ship for the duration, 
like marooned mariners. Most of 
them are men over 45, men from 
Nazi-occupied Brittany and Nor- 
mandie who have had no word from 
their families since the French sur- 
render in June. 

Ever since the beginning of what 
historians are coming to recognize 
as World War Il, the Normandie 
has rested like a sleeping beauty 
at her pier in New York’s North 
River. Once she was queen of 
the high seas. Today she is a silent, 
brooding refugee from the war that 
vanquished the proud nation that 
bui]t and launched her as the most 
beautiful and lavish ship afloat. 

The once glistening black paint 
on her hull and the white on her 
superstructure has grown dull. The 
gold leaf is beginning to peel in 
the grand salon. But her engines 
and her power plant are as ‘spick- 
and-span today as on that June 
day in 1935 when, at the end of 
her maiden voyage, New York 


poured upon her the noisiest and 


gayest welcome in maritime his- 
tory. 


The dust may. gather in her sa- 
lons, as magnificent as the pleasure 
palace of a Kublai Khan. But her 
power plant, which can generate 
sufficient electricity to supply a city 
the size of Boston, is in apple-pie 
order. , 

The maintenance of her costly 
machinery and her protection from 
fire and sabotage are the chief work 
of her skéleton crew, I found today 
when I went on board after running 
the gauntlet of wartime red tape 
involved in such a visit. 

Like the $50,000,000 jewel of great 
price that she is, the Normandie has 
been under rigid day and night 
guard by New York City police and 
by her own crew since the begin- 
ning of the war. Visitors have been 
strictly forbidden. It was neither 
an easy nor a short process to ob- 
tain permission for a reporter and 
photographer to go aboard. 

Nor was it an easy or gay assign- 
ment for Photographer Henry Mc- 
Allister and myself. For both of us, 
who had covered so many. stories 
aboard the Normandie as she sailed 
proudly into or out of the harbor, 
it was like visiting a haunted house. 

Perhaps it was more like a visit 
to one of the ghost cities in the 
mining districts of the Far West, 
the towns deserted en masse by 
their populations once pay dirt van- 
ished from the ore. 

In the golden salons where movie 
queens and magnates, diplomats 
and Grand Duchesses, international 
financiers and best-dressed women 
preened on swift voyages across the 
Atlantic, not a footfall echoes now 
except that of the watchman on 
his hourly rounds, 

He is a ruddy little man from 
Brittany, this watchman. And no 


one will ever describe his clothes in 


Esquire. Today he wore a pair of 
American overalls, a pair of blue 
sneakers and a heavy, dark turtle- 
neck sweater, 

His sneakers made no sound on 
the heavy carpets in the grand 
salon that once blazed with not only 
the light from its own great lalique 
chandeliers, but from the jewels 
worn by Peggy Hopkins Joyce, Mrs. 
Frank Gould, Mme. Emile Mathis, 
Kitty Carlisle, Kay Francis, Mabel 
Boll and. other famous personalities 
who gathered there. 

Nor did his sneakers make much 
more of a sound in the corridors. 
Heavy canvas covers the inlaid 
floors. Bvery part of the ship not 
actually in use is in shrouds.

VEN the electric lighting fix- 
E tures are covered with layers 
‘of cheesecloth, The result is an 
eerie, ghostly Nght throughout the 


ship, where only enough lights are | 


burning to enable a watchman to 
see that all’s well or not, as the 
case may be. 

The scent of camphor hangs over 
the Normandie now as that of Cha- 
nel perfume or its equivalent did 
in-the old days. It is heavy in the 
cabins and salons where moth balls 
and camphor crystals have been 
sprinkled thickly on the carpets 
and the mattresses. 

There is always a light burning 
in the exquisite little Catholic 
chapel, and there are usually two 
or three members of the crew to 


‘be found there at any hour of the 


day. 

The crew still receives its regu- 
lar pay in French francs, two- 
thirds of which the French line 
pays to their damilies in France.

In addition, the men _ § receive 
monthly bonus in American dollars 
for spending money. 

But there is little on which these 
thrifty French sailors can spend 
their American bonus, Staff Cap- 
tain Albert Zanger said today. The 
line clothes and feeds the men. It 
even supplies tobacco. And when 
the daily Ffench wine ration gave 
out two months ago, California 
wine was substituted. The crew 
likes it, too. 

Furthermore, all sorts of Ameri- 
can philanthropic organizations 
have been looking after the crew. 
Broadway movie houses send them 
blocks of seats every week. So does 
the Metropolitan Opera House and 


a \some of the ‘legitimate theaters. 


The food, cooked in a corner of 
the ship’s imm ense kitchens, looked 
so appetizing, that I longed for an 
invitation to luncheon. It appeared 
to be a French version of a New 
England boiled dinner, and includ- 
ed a delicacy always associated 
with Germany: Saurkraut. 

“We love it!” Capt. Zanger said. 
“We have it once a week.” 

The mascot of the Normandie is 
Capt. Zanger’s lively, five-months- 
old cocker spaniel. He is probably 
the only spaniel in the world named 
“Yankee Doodle” who does not un- 
derstand a word of English. “Yon- 
kee,” as all the sailors call him, is 
strictly a French-speaking pup.

common disease, goiter, which can 
be recognized even by the man on 
the street, controls, in general, 
the rate of our life processes— 
what is called the basal metabo- 
lism. The body, like any engine, 
produces heat as it operates. 
When the thyroid whips up to ac- 
tivity, the heat the body produces 
is increased four or five fold. The 
heat regulating mechanism of the 
body is not disturbed, so there is 
no fever, but the amount of oxy- 
gen a person with a ccrtain type 
of goiter consumes is twice or 
three times as much as normal. 
Conversely, if the gland atrophies, 
the oxygen goes down and the 
patient feels cold and sluggish. 

Here we have two types of vari- 
ations in tHe activity of the duct- 
less glands, and in the case of the 
thyroid, we have complete means 
of treating them. If the gland is 
overactive we can rest it, by rest- 
ing the whole body; we can shrink 
it with the X-ray, or we can re- 
move it surgically because it is 
easily accessible. If it is not pro- 
ducing enough secretion we have 
a potent substitute in thyroid ex- 
tract which we can feed to the 
patient in lieu of the absent secre- 
tion. | 

+ * * 

IN THE CASE of some of the 
other glands, we are not quite in 
such a fortunate strategic position, 
but more and more as modern re- 
search advances, the scientists of 
the world are producing active 


extract which exactly take the place - 


of the natural secretions of the 
glands. Final accomplishment has 
not yet been reached with the secre- 
tion of the pituitary gland, of the 
adrenal glands, of the gonads, but 
the preliminary ground has been 
broken. 

The case of the parathyroid 
glands is one in point. Those lit- 
tle button-like structures which 
lie behind the thyroid gland in the 
neck, have much to do with our 
happiness and destiny. They con- 
trol calcium and phosphorus nu- 
trition, which means they have to 
do with bone growth, teeth, the 
healing of fractures and so forth. 


They also have to do with muscu-. 


lar control (which depends on cal- 
cium in the blood) and when they 
go bad, a condition of trembling, 
called “tetany,” comes on. We have 
now learned how to recognize the 
degeneration of the parathyroids 
and we have an active extract of 
parathyroid secretion. But we have 
also learned that calcium must be 
given at the same time, as well as 
Vitamin D, which seems to sta- 
bilize the action of the parathyroid 
secretion.
